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Mosul: 

Iraqi Special Forces join battle as US soldier dies

8ARTELLA, Iraq (AP) — In a 

significant escalation of the 
battle far Mosul elite Iraqi 
special forces joined the 
fight Thursday, unleashing a 
pre-dawn assault on an Is¬ 
lamic State-held town east 
of the besieged city, and 
the U.S, military announced 


Islamic State group, which 
has occupied Mosul for 
more than two years, has 
prepared extensive de¬ 
fenses in and around the 
city. As they charged to¬ 
ward the town of Bartella, 
nine miles (15 kilometers} 
from Mosul's outskirts, the 
Iraqi special farces faced 
another favored weapon 
in the IS arsenal: armored 


advancing troops, eight 
of which were destroyed 
before reaching their tar¬ 
gets, while the ninth struck 
an armored Humvee, It. 
Col Muntadhar al-Shimmari 
told The Associated Press. 
He did not give a casu¬ 
alty figure, bul another of¬ 
ficer said five Iraqi soldiers 
were wounded. The officer

the first American combat 
death since the operation 
began. 

U.S, officials said the AmerT 
can service member died 
Thursday from wounds sus¬ 
tained in a roadside bomb 
explosion north of Mosul. 
More than 100 U.S. spe¬ 
cial operations forces are 
embedded with Iraqi unils 
in the offensive, and hun¬ 
dreds more are playing 
a support role in staging 
bases. The American had 
been operating as an ex¬ 
plosive ordnance disposal 
specialist in support of the 
Iraqi Kurdish force known 
as the peshmerga, the U.S, 
officials said, speaking on 
condition of anonymity 
because they were not au¬ 
thorized to pubFicly discuss 
details. 

Roadside bombs and oth¬ 
er improvised explosive 
devices pose a particular 
danger to advancing Iraqi 
forces and the U.S. advis¬ 
ers who are with them. The 


trucks packed with explo¬ 
sives and driven by suicide 
bombers. The militants' sig¬ 
nature battlefield lactic, 
the weapons offered a 
glimpse at what Iraqi forces 
can expect as they close in 
on the extremists' biggest 
urban bastion.

The U.S.-trained 
special farces, officially 
known as the Counter Ter¬ 
rorism Service, are widely 
seen as Iraq's most profes¬ 
sional and least sectarian 
fighters, and have served 
as the shock troops in pre¬ 
vious campaigns againsl IS. 
They are expected to lead 
the charge into Mosul, 

IS militants unleashed at 
feast nine suicide car and 
truck bombs against the

with their armored vehi¬ 
cles toward the extremists' 
positions. □ 


Iraqi-Turkish split points to a 
distrust among Mosul forces

BAGHDAD (AP) — Just days info Ihe operation to re¬ 
take the Islamic Stale-held city of Mosul, a fault-line 
has widened between Iraq and Turkey, and the dis¬ 
trust among the various Forces arrayed against the ex¬ 
tremists has again bubbled to the surface. 

The rhetoric is growing increasingly healed on both 
sides. Iraqi Prime Minister Haider a I-A bad! and Turkish 
President Recep Tayylp Erdogan have traded school- 
yard insults, and earlier this week thousands of follow¬ 
ers of a firebrand Shiite cleric rallied oulside the Turkish 
Embassy in Baghdad, calling for an end to the Turkish 
"occupation." 

They were referring lo the presence of some 500 Turk¬ 
ish troops at a base north of Mosul who have been 
training Sunni and Kurdish fighters since last December. 
Baghdad says the troops are there without permission 
and has called on them to withdraw. Ankara has re¬ 
fused, and Insists il will play a rote In liberating the city, 
Turkey has close ties to the Kurdish leader Masoud Bar- 
zani, which perhaps explains how Ihe troops come 
to- be there in the first place. Kurdish Foreign Minister 
Faiah Mustafa declined to comment Wednesday 
when asked if the Kurds had invited the troops, saying 
only that they favor a solution that is "satisfactory" lo 
both countries. 

The Turkish troops are training Kurdish forces loyal lo 
Barzani as well as Sunni fighters loyal to At heel al-Nu- 
jcifi. the former governor of Ninevah province, of which 
Mosul is the capital. Both men have pursued greater 
autonomy from the Shrite-dominated government, 
incurring the wrath of stale-sanctioned Shiite militias 
backed by Iran, An Iraqi caurl issued an arrest warrant 
against al-Nujaifi this week, accusing him of facilitating 
the entry of unauthorized Turkish forces. 

Now all the various groups are gathered around Mo¬ 
sul, hoping to take part in the biggest military offensive 
Iraq has launched since Ihe 2003 U.S.-led invasion. 

"It’s nol just an issue at sovereignty." said Baghdad- 
based analyst Hadi Jalu Maraei. "This intervention has 
a negative effect on the whole region because there 
are so many ethnic groups and sects." 

Turkey has historic ties to Mosul that go back centu¬ 
ries, and sees itself as its protector because of the city's 
Sunni majority and large ethnic T urkmen community, 
said Fadi Hakura, a Turkey analysl at Chatham House, 
"Turkey fears that fhe Shiite-dominated central gov¬ 
ernment in Baghdad will alter the demographic bal¬ 
ance offer the ejection of the Islamic State from the 
city," he said. 

Turkey's allies point to fhe Iraqi government's strong 
ties to Ankara's regional rival, Iran, which has no known 
military forces in the country but sponsors several pow¬ 
erful militias. 

"It is true lhat Turkey is stepping into a foreign country, 
bul It is also true that same of the Iraqi actors have 
strong links to regional powers, 11 said Maria Fantapple, 
an Iraq researcher at the International Crisis Group. 
"So how to draw the line between what is Iraqi and 
non-Iraqi? It’s kind of difficult." 

Turkey has also deepened its involvement in the war in 
neighboring Syria, where Turkish forces and allied Syr¬ 
ian opposition fighters are battling both IS extremists 
and U.S,-backed Syrian Kurdish farces, 

Turkish warplanes struck Kurdish forces in northern Syria 
late Wednesday, killing up to 200 fighters, according lo 
slale-run media. Turkey views the Syrian Kurdish forces 
as an extension of the Kurdish insurgency in its south¬ 
east. □ 
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Obama: Health care law worked, but improvements needed

MIAMI CAP) — President 
Barack Obama on Thurs¬ 
day defended his name¬ 
sake health care program, 
long a target of Repub¬ 
licans and recently criti¬ 
cized by some Democrats, 
saying millions of Ameri¬ 
cans "now know the finan¬ 
cial security of health Insur¬ 
ance" because of the Af¬ 
fordable Care Act. 

'It'sworked," he said, even 
white allowing that the pro¬ 
gram isn't perfect. "No taw 
is," 

Less than two weeks be¬ 
fore the Nov. 1 start of the 
enrollment period for Af¬ 
fordable Care Act health 
plans, Obama flew to a 
south Florida college to 
kick off a push by the ad¬ 
ministration to encourage 
more peopte to sign up, 
with a particular emphasis 
on young adults. 

Obama is trying to burnish 
his legacy as the president 
who, after decades of 
failed attempts by Wash¬ 
ington, finally brought 
health care to millions. But 
what he attempted Thurs¬ 
day was a difficult sales job, 
as the 2010 taw faces new 
and troubling challenges. 
Premiums are rising by 
double digits In many parts 
of the country and some 
major insurers have quit 
the program, leaving con¬ 
sumers with fewer choices 
next year and contributing 
to higher prices that are 
plaguing the program. 

The troubles have bol¬ 
stered the arguments of 
Republicans and added 
some top Democratic allies 
to the crowd of critics, 
Former President Bill Clin¬ 
ton , while campaigning in 
support of his wife, Hillary's, 
presidential bid. called the 
Affordable Care Act "the 
craziest thing in the world," 
Minnesota Gov. Mark Day- 
ton said it is 'no longer af¬ 
fordable.- 

In his remarks, Obama 
chalked up GOP criticism 
of the law to 'nothing more 
than politics" and envy that 
‘ a D e mocr a tic presid e n t 
named Barack Obama 
passed the taw, Thai's jus! 
the truth." 

He called on both parties 
to set aside the 'political 
rhetoric' and 'be hon¬ 


est about what's working, 
whot needs fixing ond how 
we fix it," He urged the new 
president and the next 
Congress to “take what 
we've learned over the 
past six years ... and make 
the AC A better." 

House Speaker Paul Ryan, 
R-Wis., wasn't buying the 
president's pitch. 

'At this point, one thing 
Is clear. This law can't be 
fixed," Ryan said, calling 
for the taw to be replaced 
with 'patient-centered 
reforms'' that would give 
people more choice and 
control over their health 
care needs. 

Congressional Republicans 
have failed to repeal the 
law, despite numerous at¬ 
tempts. Obama said do¬ 
ing so would just make 
things worse. Health and 
Human Services Secretary 
Sylvia Burwell said this week 
that she expects 13.8 mil¬ 
lion people will sign up for 
2017 coverage, a modest 
increase over the 12.7 mil¬ 
lion consumers who picked 
health insurance plans dur¬ 
ing open enrollment for this 
year. Obama presented his 
own prescription to make 
the law better, including 
getting Tlorida and more 
than a dozen stales that 
haven't yet done so to ac¬ 
cept federal funding to ex¬ 
pand Medicaid and bring 
health insurance to millions 
more people. 

He also called for provid¬ 
ing tax credits to help mid¬ 
dle-class Americans and 
young adults afford cov¬ 
erage, creating a 'public 
plan fallback' to provide 
more options, particular¬ 
ly for people in rural and 
other hard to reach areas, 
and encouraging state in¬ 
novation. 

Obama compared prob¬ 
lems in the law to a bug in 
new technology. He said, 
for example, that a com¬ 
pany will fix a problem with 
a smartphone. 

"They upgrade it, unless 
it catches fire and then 
they just pull it off the 
market, 11 Obama joked, 
in a reference to the re¬ 
called Samsung Gaiaxy 
Note 7 smartphone. 'But 
you don't go back to us¬ 
ing a rotary phone. You 
don't say. we're repealing 
smartphones "□

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Trump mocks critics: I'll accept election results - if I win

DELAWARE, Ohio (AP) — 
Mocking his crilics r Don a id 
Trump pledged Thursday to 
fully accept the outcome 
of next month's presiden¬ 
tial election — If he wins. 
The Republican said he 
reserved the right to con¬ 
test questionable results, 
deepening his unsubstan¬ 
tiated assertions that the 
race against Hillary Clinton 
coutd be rigged against 
him. 

Trump's comments came 
a day after his stunning re¬ 
fusal in the final presidential 
debate to say whether he 
would concede to Clinton 
if he loses. His resistance, 
threatening to undermine 
the essence of American

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democracy, was roundly 
rejected by fellow Repub¬ 
licans. 

Arizona Sen. John McCain, 
the 2008 GOP nominee, 
called the peaceful trans¬ 
fer of power "the pride of 
our country." 

"I didn't like the outcome 
of the 2008 election. But 
I had a duty to concede, 
and I did so without reluc¬ 
tance." McCain said in a 
lengthy statement. "A con¬ 
cession isn't just an exer¬ 
cise in graciousness. It is an 
act of respect for Lhe will 
of the American people, a 
res peel that is every Ameri¬ 
can leader’s first responsi¬ 
bility." 

With the presidential race 
slipping away from him, 
Trump has repeatedly 
raised the specter of a 
rigged election, despite no 
evidence of widespread 
voter fraud heading to¬ 
ward Election Day or in 
previous presidential con¬ 
tests, His top advisers and 
running mate Mike Pence 
have tried to soften his 
comments, oniy to watch 
heiplessiy as he plunges 
ahead. 

Asked in Wednesday's de¬ 
bate if he would accept 
the election results and 
concede to Clinton if he 
loses, Trump said: “I will tell 
you at the lime, I will keep 
you in suspense." 

Clinton slammed Trump's 
comments as ‘horrifying," 
and fellow Democrats 


piled on Thursday. 

"That undermines our 
democracy," President 
Barack Obama said while 
campaigning for Clinton in 
Florida, "Our democracy 
depends on people know¬ 
ing their vote matters.' 

His wife, first lady Michelle 
Obama, told 7,000 Clinton 
supporters in Republican- 
voting Arizona Thursday 
that Trump was threaten¬ 
ing to “ignore our voices 
and reject the outcome 
of this election." She said 
that's the same as "threat¬ 
ening the very idea of 
America itself." 

Trump's comments over¬ 
shadowed his attempts 
to diminish Clinton's cred¬ 
ibility during the debate. 
He entered the contest 
desperate to reshape the 
race and attract new vot¬ 
ers who are deeply skepti¬ 
cal of his brash tempera¬ 
ment ond fitness for office, 
but it appeared unlikely he 
accomplished those goals. 
"I would like to promise 
and pledge to all of my 
voters and supporters and 
to all of the people of the 
United States that \ will to¬ 
tally accept the results of 
this great and historic presi¬ 
dential election," he said. 
After Eel ting that vow hang 
in the air for a few seconds, 
he added, "If E win." 

The Republican nominee 
said he would accept 'a 
clear election result" but 
reserved his right to "con¬ 
test or file a legal chal¬ 
lenge" If he loses. 

He brushed off the likeli¬ 
hood of that happening 
with a confident prediction 
that 'we're not going to 
lose." 

Yet numerous Republican 
leaders concede Trump 
is heading for defeat bar¬ 
ring o significant shift in the 
campaign's closing days. 
The GQP's lop concern 
now is salvaging its major¬ 
ity in the Senate, followed 
closely by worries over the 
Republicans' once com¬ 
fortable grip on the House. 
"The landscape has gotten 
a lot tougher for Repub¬ 
licans in the House," said 
Liesl Hickey, a Republican 
strategist involved some of 
those races. In Pennsylva¬ 
nia, Sen. Pat Toomey said 
Trump's comments were 
" irresponsible." □

MILWAUKEE (AP) — A Mil¬ 
waukee police officer who 
fatally shot a black man 
in August, sparking several 
nights of unrest, has been 
charged with sexually as¬ 
saulting a man the night af¬ 
ter the shooting, after they 
watched coverage of the 
riots on television at a bar, 
authorities said Thursday. 
Officer Dominique Heag¬ 
gan-Brown, 24, was ar¬ 
rested Wednesday. The al¬ 
leged victim, unidentified 
in a criminal complain!, 
told police on Aug. 15 that 
Heaggan-Brown had sexu¬ 
ally assaulted him while off 
duty. 

Heaggan-Brown fatally 
shot 2 3-year-old Sylvilte 
Smith on Aug 13. Police 
said he was holding a gun 
when he was shot after a 
brief chase. 

Police said Heaggan- 
Brown is suspended and 
in custody and they have 
launched an internal In¬ 
vestigation. Police Chief 
Ed Flynn told reporters dur¬ 
ing a news conference 
that nothing in Heaggan- 
Brown's pre-hiring back¬ 
ground check suggested 
he would be likely to en¬ 
gage in wrongdoing, 
dfs altogether awful," Fiy-

ALTURAS, Calif. (AP) — A 

sheriff's deputy shot dead

nn said. 'This individual has 
revealed his character in a 
way that did not come to 
light in the pre-hiring inves¬ 
tigation." 

Heaggan-Brown's attor¬ 
ney, Michael Steinle, didn't 
immediately respond to 
messages seeking com¬ 
ment. Heagg an-Brown’s 
bail was set at $100,000. 
He's set to appear at a pre¬ 
liminary hearing on Oct. 27. 
According to the criminal 
complaint: 

Heaggan-Brown took the 
victim to a bar late on the 
night of Aug. 14 where they 
drank heavily and watched 
TV as coverage of the pro¬ 
tests aired. The victim told 
Investigators that Heag¬ 
gan-Brown bragged that 
he was the boss and that 
there were "no limitations" 
on how he lived and that 
he could do whatever he 
wanted ‘without repercus¬ 
sions." 

The victim told police the 
day after the alleged as¬ 
sault Ehat he had trouble 
remembering everything 
that happened after they 
left the bar but that he felt 
drugged. He said he woke 
up to Heaggan-Brown sex¬ 
ually assaulting him. 

The complaint said Heag¬ 
gan-Brown look the man

KANSAS CITY, Kan. (AP) 

— A 48-year-old Missouri 
woman has been charged 
In the death or a woman 
whose body was found 
nearly 30 years ago in Kan¬ 
sas City, Kansas, authorities 
announced Thursday. 
Carolyn J. Heckert was 
charged Wednesday with 
first-degree murder in the 


December 29, 1989. death 
of Sarah DeLeon, Wyan¬ 
dotte County District Attor¬ 
ney Jerome Gorman said In 
a release. DeLeon, 18, was 
found slabbed to death 
along railroad tracks, po¬ 
lice said. She had also suf¬ 
fered a head wound, po¬ 
lice said. 

Heckert was arrested 
Wednesday in Smithvllle, 
Missouri, which is about 20 


miles north of Kansas City, 
Kansas, She was being 
held Thursday in the Clay 
County jail on $1 million 
bond, awaiting extradition 
to Kansas. 

A lawyer for Heckert didn't 
Immediately return calls 
seeking comment Thurs¬ 
day. 

Police said new DNA col¬ 
lection and testing tech¬ 
nology prompted police to 


review the DeLeon case in 
July 2014. 

DeLeon's mother Gait 
Elieson said Thursday she 
was * quite pleased' with 
the announcement of 
charges in the case. 

'It just look a long time to 
get to this point," she said in 
a telephone interview from 
her Colorado home. 

'It will be 27 years In De¬ 
cember" since her daugh¬ 


ter was slain, she said. 

Her daughter was a “won¬ 
derful young woman," who 
was studying at a commu¬ 
nity college. Ciieson said. 
She said she considered 
the attack on her daughter 
as 'something very person¬ 
al, with a lot of rage.'

PIKETON, Ohio (AP) — Six 

months after someone shot 
eight members of an ex¬ 
tended family to death in 
their homes, surviving rela¬ 
tives are still wailing — for 
an explanation, for an ar¬ 
rest, for a hint of closure. 

“I just want to know why?' 
said Tajianna Mead, of Wa¬ 
ve rty, whose 44-year-old fa¬ 


ther, Kenneth Rhoden, was 
among the victims. 

When the slayings were 
discovered the morning of 
Apiil 22, rural Pike County 
in the Appalachian foothills 
of southern Ohio was com¬ 
ing to life with the colors of 
greening hardwoods and 
the white petals of dog¬ 
wood trees. Half a year 
fa ter, colors are chang¬ 
ing again as leaves turn to 


burnt yellow and red across 
the thickly wooded hills. 
Pike County Sheriff Charles 
Reader lold WCPO-TV this 
week that he now believes 
the killers were local. 

Union Hill Road, where 
seven of the victims were 
found on three properties, 
is open again to traffic. 'Pri¬ 
vate Property. No Trespass¬ 
ing" signs are posted at the 
end of the homes’ drive¬ 


ways. Porches sit stranded 
In yards, their steps leading 
nowhere: In May, investi¬ 
gators moved the mobile 
homes where the killings 
occurred to a secure lo¬ 
cation as the investigation 
continued, 

Leonard Manley, who lost 
his daughter, Dana Rho¬ 
den. and three grand¬ 
children, lives on Union HilE 
Road near all the crime 
scenes. He spends his days 
tinkering after retiring two 
years ago from cutting tim¬ 
ber. He doesn't know who 
committed the crime and 
questions whether it will be 
solved in his lifetime. 
Manley, 65, has long 
thought the killers knew 
the properties intimately, 
in part because Christo¬ 
pher Rhoden Sr had a se¬ 
curity system, as well as a 
pit bull and bulldog, that 
would have been hard for 
a stranger to get past. 

'You wake up at night, and 
you wonder. I gel up of a 
night, 2 or 3 o'clock in the 
morning. Can't go back 
to sleep, thinking about 
things.' Manley said. 

The victims were Kenneth 
Rhoden. 44: Christopher 
Rhoden Sr., 40: his ex-wife, 
3 7-year-old Dana Rho¬ 
den: their three children, 
20-y ear-old Clarence 


'Frankie' Rhoden, 16-year- 
old Christopher Rhoden 
Jr. and 19-year-old Hanna 
Rhoden: a cousin, 38-year- 
old Gary Rhoden: and 
Frankie Rhoden's fiancee. 
20-year-old Hannah Gil¬ 
ley. whose 6-month-old son 
with Frankie Rhoden was 
unharmed. 

Two other children, Han¬ 
na Rhoden's 4-day-old 
daughter and Frankie Rho¬ 
den's 3-year-old son, also 
were unharmed. Adding lo 
the family's pain is a legal 
fight involving three family 
members seeking custody 
of the two youngest chil¬ 
dren. A Pike County judge 
is shielding public access to 
those court hearings and 
records. 

Most of the victims were 
shot multiple times in the 
head and. In the case of 
Christopher Rhoden Sr., in 
his upper body and tor¬ 
so, as well. Some bodies 
showed signs of bruising, as 
if they'd been beaten. Ken¬ 
neth Rhoden's body was 
found at his trailer a few 
miles away from the prop¬ 
erties on Union Hill Road.

Ohio mom's confession details how she smothered 3 sons

recorded police interview 
that she smothered each 
boy with a blanket be¬ 
cause she didn't want to 
see them suffering.

she was depressed and 
worried her sons would 
eventually become abu¬ 
sive toward women, The 
Columbus Dispatch report¬ 
ed on Wednesday. 

'I wish i would have did it to 
myself instead,' Pilkington 
can be heard saying to po¬ 
lice on the recording. 

A Logan County judge has

Survey says more Americans now have access to bank accounts

NEW YORK (AP) — More 
Americans have access to 
a checking or savings ac¬ 
count, according to a sur¬ 
vey released Thursday by 
federal regulators, a sign 
that the improving econ¬ 
omy is hetping lift the na¬ 
tion's poorest households. 
Having a checking or sav¬ 
ings account Is considered 
a cornerstone of Financial 
stability in the U.S. With¬ 
out one, households must 
rely on check-cashing ser¬ 
vices, prepaid debit cards 
and other costly ways to 
pay bills and make routine 
transactions. 

The portion of Americans 
who do not have a bank 
account, known in industry 
jargon as the 'unbanked/ 
declined to 7 percent in 
2015 from 7.7 percent in 
2013, according to the sur¬ 
vey from the Federal De¬ 
posit insurance Corp. The 
improvements came most¬ 
ly from households making 
less than 515,000 a year 
and among minority popu¬ 
lations, particularly black 
and Hispanic households. 
Another way of looking at 
It: For every 10 households 
that were unbanked in 
2013, one of those house-

holds is now banked. 

‘The improving economy 
no doubt impacted these 
numbers in a positive way," 
FDIC Chairman Martin Gru- 
enberg said in an interview. 
The Census Department re¬ 
ported last month that me¬ 
dian household income 
rose 5.2 percent from 2014 
to 2015 , the first annual in¬ 
crease in that metric since 
berore the Great Reces¬ 
sion. That same report 
showed the proportion of 
Americans in poverty also 
fell last year, from 14.8 per¬ 
cent to 13.5 percent, the 
biggest annual decline in 
nearly 50 years. Not only 
did more Americans mak¬ 
ing less than $15,000 open 
bank accounts between 
2013 and 2015, but the 
number of Americans mak¬ 
ing less than $1:5,000 afso 
declined. -The poor have 
more money in their pock¬ 
ets, and more are able to 
afford bank accounts/ 
said Aaron Klein, a fellow 
in economic studies at the 
Brookings Institution, 

There are several reasons 
why peopie choose not to 
have a traditional bank ac¬ 
count. Some do not trust 
banks or want to avoid 
their fees, or they have pri¬ 
vacy concerns, according 


to the FDIC report. There is 
also a perception among 
the unbanked that bank 
accounts are not for the 
poor. More than half of un¬ 
banked households said 
they believe banks are “not 
at ali interested' 1 In serving 
households like theirs, the 
report said. But the No. 1 
reason why Americans say 
they do not have a check¬ 
ing or savings account is 
that they believe they do 


not have enough money to 
get an account. The FDIC 
said roughly 57 percent of 
all un banked households 
cited tack of money as a 
reason not to have an ac¬ 
count, and roughly 38 per¬ 
cent of those same people 
said that was the main 
reason. The FDIC conducts 
a survey of the un banked 
and underbanked every 
two years, gathering the 
data on odd years and re¬ 


leasing the results roughly 
a year later, The figures 
released Thursday w r ere 
gathered In June 2015, so 
the results do not reflect 
improvements in the econ¬ 
omy since then. 

The FDIC report also 
showed the growing pro¬ 
liferation of prepaid debit 
cards as an alternative to 
bank accounts, particularly 
among the poor, young 
and minorities.

Like in Iraq, where Kurdish 
fighters ore at the forefront 
of the offensive to retake 
the city of Mosul from the 
Islamic State group, Kurd¬ 
ish forces In Syria also have 
been battling IS militants 
and made significant terri¬ 
torial gains in Aleppo prov¬ 
ince.

UNESCO urges halt 
to Bangladesh 
coal plant plan for 
delta

DHAKA, Bangladesh (AP) 

— The U N. agency de¬ 
voted to preserving world 
heritage has joined envi¬ 
ronmental groups urging 
Bangladesh to halt plans 
for a massive coal-fired 
power plant near ecologi¬ 
cally sensitive mangrove 
forests on the coast. UNES¬ 
CO says it poses a 'serious 
threat" to a region that 
protects the nation from 
flooding and holds one of 
the world's last populations 
of wild tigers. Bangladesh 
countered on Thursday 
that the concerns were 
misplaced, and that it 
would continue with con¬ 
struction as the 1.3-yiya- 
watt Rampal power station 
was crucial for expanding 
electricity capacity in a 
country where only six out 
of 10 people have access. 
It said the report released 
liiis week by UNESCO and 
the International Union for 
the Conservation of Nature 
ignored government assur¬ 
ances that the plant would 
be safe. "They have pre¬ 
pared the report from their 
own point of view. Our 
concerns have not been 
included,” said Nasrul Ha¬ 
mid, the country's junior 
power minister. The SI .8 
billion project — approved 
In 2012 under a joint ven¬ 
ture between the Indian 
and Bangladeshi state 
power companies — calls 
for building what would be 
Bangladesh's largest coal 
plant just 65 kilometers (40 
miles) from the low-lying 
delta region called the 
Sundarbans, comprised of 
about 200 islands at the 
northern fringe of the Bay 
of Bengal. The Sundarbans, 
formed over millennia as 
rivers deposited silt carried 
down from the Himalayas, 
is teeming with wildlife in¬ 
cluding a few hundred 
endangered tigers and en¬ 
dangered species of river 
dolphins. It is also home 
to some 13 million impov¬ 
erished Bangladeshis and 
Indians, who are mostly 
off the electricity grid and 
would not benefit directly 
from the project.□

BEIJING (.AP) — Philippine 
President Rodrigo Duterte 
announced that his coun¬ 
try is separating from the 
U.S, in a speech before a 
Beijing economic forum 
on Thursday, after hand¬ 
ing China a major diplo¬ 
matic victory, agreeing to 
resume dialogue on their 
Soulh China Sea territorial 
dispute following months of 
acrimony. 

The rapprochement be¬ 
tween the two Asia nations 
could widen a political rift 
between the United Stales 
and ihe Philippines, whose 
recently elected leader 
has made no secret of its 
antipathy for America and 
ordered an end to joint 
maneuvers between their 
militaries. 

"Your honors, in this venue, 

I announce my separation 
from the United States ... 
both in military and eco¬ 
nomics also," Duterte said. 
His remarks were met with 
applause, but Duterte was 
not more specific. 

In Washington, U.S. State 
Department spokesman 
John Kirby said Duterte's 
remarks were “ inexplicably 


at odds with the very close 
relationship we have with 
the Filipino people as well 
as the government there 
on many different leveis. 
not just from a security per¬ 
spective." 

Following talks in Beijing 
between Duterte and his 
Chinese counterpart Xi Jin¬ 
ping, a senior Chinese dip¬ 
lomat announced the sides 
had agreed to restore the 
full range of contacts, al¬ 
though he said the leaders 
touched only briefly on the 
South China Sea. 

‘Both sides agreed that 
the South China Sea issue 
is not the sum total of the 
bilateral relationship," Vice 
Foreign Minister Liu Zhenrnin 
told reporters. 

The two sides agreed to re¬ 
turn to the approach used 
five years ago of seeking 
a settlement through bilat¬ 
eral dialogue, Liu said. 

That was followed with an 
announcement by Philip¬ 
pine Trade Secretary Ra¬ 
mon Lopez at a bilateral 
economic Torum that his 
country and China will sign 
$13.5 biltion of deals this 
week. He did not elabo¬ 
rate, 

Separately, the Philippines 
Presidential Communica¬ 


tions Office said Xi com¬ 
mitted more than $9 billion 
in low-interest loans lo the 
country, with about a third 
of the loan offer coming 
from private banks. About 
$15 million In loans will go 
toward drug rehabilitation 
programs. 

In opening remarks to his 
talks with XI, Duterte ha tied 
a warming of relations with 
China, 

China has been a friend 
of the Philippines and the 
roots of our bonds are very 
deep and not easily sev¬ 
ered," he said. ‘Even as 
we anive in Beijing, close to 
winter, this is a springtime of 
our relationship;'' 

Xi, who greeted Duterte 
with full military honors at 
the Great Hal! of the Peo¬ 
ple, the seat of the cer¬ 
emonial legislature in the 


heart of Beijing, said the 
meeting had "milestone 
significance.'' In a refer¬ 
ence to the South China 
Sea tensions, Xi said that 
“although we have weath¬ 
ered storms, the basis of 
our friendship and our de¬ 
sire for cooperation has not 
changed.” 

While not mentioning the 
South China Sea specifi¬ 
cally, Xi said that the two 
sides could set aside “is¬ 
sues on which an agree¬ 
ment is hard to reach" in 
their discussions, accord¬ 
ing to the offtcial Xinhua 
N e ws Ag e n cy. Bila t era I 
talks had been suspended 
after China seized control 
of Scarborough Shoal, off 
the main Luzon island in the 
northern Philippines, and 
the Philippines launched 
the arbitration process un¬ 


der Duterte's predecessor. 
The Philippines has insisted 
the ruling form the basis for 
any negotiations, while Bei¬ 
jing has insisted on the op¬ 
posite. 

The Philippine leader known

BOGOTA, Colombia (AP) — 

Colombia's government is 
seeking to raise taxes to off¬ 
set a plunge in oil revenue 
and an ambitious spending 
program to end a half cen¬ 
tury conflict with leftist reb¬ 
els. Low oil prices hove been 
driving a hole in Colom¬ 


bia's public finances ever 
since the price of crude 
began collapsing in 2014. 
But President Juan Manuel 
Santos, winner of this year's 
Nobel Peace prize, had 
put off presenting his tax re¬ 
form for months for fear of 
alienating voters ahead of 
a referendum on a peace 
deal with the Revolutionary 


Armed Forces of Colombia. 
Voters narrowly rejected 
the deal this month any¬ 
way, delivering a major 
blow lo Santos 1 efforts to 
bring an end to the bloody 
conflict. 

But even as the peace 
deal hangs by a thread the 
need for additional funding 
hasn’t gone away. Facing 


a deadline to pass the tax 
hike for it to take effect next 
year, Santos presented his 
proposal Wednesday night 
lo congress, where it was 
met with hostility even by 
lawmakers who are si rang 
backers of the president's 
peace drive. Regular Co¬ 
lombians, who blame 
Santos for neglecting the 


economy while focusing 
squarely on peace, also 
expressed outrage. 

"It's a profoundly regressive 
tax reform intended lo pun¬ 
ish all the people, and the 
popular and middle class¬ 
es, while favoring transna¬

LA PAZ, Bolivia (AP) — in 

the age of space travel, an 
American explorer is pre¬ 
paring to cross the Pacific 
Ocean from South Ameri¬ 
ca to Australia using a reed 
boat built by Bolivian Ay¬ 
mara Indians. 

The expedition seeks to 
prove that ancient mari¬ 
ners could have made 
such journeys across huge 
ocean expanses In reed 
ships, and that such vessels 
could have been a factor 
in human migration. 

The nearly 60-foot (18-me- 
ier) boat was bull! in La Paz 
at more than 11,800 feet 
(3,600-meters) above sea 
level It uses techniques de¬ 
veloped by the indigenous 
people of the Andes cor¬ 
dillera to ply the waters of 
Lake Titicaca, 

‘This type of technology 
doesn't exist anymore: it's 
like an art form, I admire 
these people and their 
culture," sard 51-year-old 
adventurer Phil Buck, who 
leads the project. 

The six-month expedition 
due Eo start in February 
seeks to cross more than 
10,000 nautical miles from 
northern Chile to Sidney, 
Australia. 


Buck made a similar trip in 
2000 when he used a Bo¬ 
livia n-crafEed reed boat to 
travel 3,500 nautical miles 
from Chile to Easter Island. 
An attempt to reach Aus¬ 
tralia in 2003 was interrupt¬ 
ed by damage to the boat. 
'On this second try, I'm sure 
well reach all the way to 
Australia/ Buck said as he 


supervised the construc¬ 
tion of the vessel known in 
Spanish as a balsa. "Such 
a distant journey has nev¬ 
er been done before and 
the goal is to show how far 
these rustic boats can go." 
Buck said his dream of ex¬ 
ploring the world began 
at the age of 11 when he 
read the best-selling book 


journey aboard the balsa 
raft Kon-Tiki, In 1947, Hey¬ 
erdahl and his team sailed 
their primitive raft 5,000 
miles from Peru to Polyne¬ 
sia in 101 days to support 
Heyerdahl's theory that 
the South Sea Islands were 
settled by ancient mariners 


from South America. 

The Vlracocha III was 
named after the supreme 
Inca deity who is believed 
to have created the sun 
and the moon on Lake 
Titicaca. The expedition's 
crew includes up to ID 
people of different nation¬ 
alities. 

They will navigate mostly by 
the stars and currents and 
will feed themselves with 
grains, including the Ande¬ 
an quinoa. 

The three-masted boat was 
made from several tons of 
dried reeds of Ehe totora 
plant. 

If will be transported on a 
trailer along more Lhan 200 
miles (320 kilometers) from 
the Andean highlands to 
the Chilean desert pOTt of 
Arica. 

Seventy-one-year-old Juan 
Limachi has been building 
the reed boats since the 
age of 7, using the technol¬ 
ogy Inherited from his Ay¬ 
mara ancestors. 

He now wonts to retire 
knowing that his final work 
helped an expedition 
reach another part of the 
world, 

"This is my dream after 
building these 25 giant 
boats/ he said. □

During the second half 
of 2016, no significant im¬ 
provement in the labor 
situation is expected at a 
regional level, the study 
indicates.

quality.

This new endeavor 
is closer to the NFL and NFL- 
PA's Player Engagement 
department that recuses on 
continued education, finan¬ 
cial stability and career de¬ 
velopment. 

Retired defenseman Ma- 
thieu Schneider, now the

The skier best known Tor 
crushing the overall World 
Cup points record and cel¬ 
ebrating her victories with a 
cartwheeling handspring, 
announced her retirement. 
Two-time Olympic cham¬ 
pion Tina Maze of Slovenia 
said on Thursday she will 
quit the sport after com¬ 
peting in one more race, 
a World Cup giant slalom 
on home soil in Maribor on 
Jan. 7. 

"I am really happy with 
what I've achieved. I don't 
feet the need to compete 
at such a high level any¬ 
more," Maze said. 

The Slovenian started her 
World Cup career with a 
GSin Maribor, as a 15-year- 
old in 1999. 

The four-time Olympian's 
announcement was not 
unexpected, 

A few weeks after winning 
two gold medals at the 
2015 world championships 
In Vail and Beaver Creek. 
Colorado, Maze was 
beaten for the overall title 
by Anna Veith, then com¬ 
peting under her maiden 


name, FenningeF. Maze 
took a year off from the 
slopes and got her degree 
in elementary education. 
The move prompted year¬ 
long specula lion about her 
career, but Maze always 
kept all options open until 
announcing her decision 
Lwo days before the World 
Cup season-opener on 
the Rettenbach glacier in 
Soelden on Saturday. 

"I was always thinking 
about It," Maze said. "1 
have a big motivation to 
compete one last time in 


front of my home crowd. 1 ’ 
Maribor will be her last 
World Cup, but Maze did 
not rule out defending her 
world downhill title in St. 
Moritz in February. 

“Now I live by the day," 
Maze said, adding she will 
decide about a start In 
Switzerland in the weeks 
leading up to the champi¬ 
onships, As the defending 
champion, she wouldn't 
have to qualify. 

Maze's rise to the top start¬ 
ed in 2008 when she set 
up her own independent 


team, led by her Italian 
coach and boyfriend. An¬ 
drea Massi. They called it 
the Team toaMaze. 

Maze won her firs! of 13 
medals at major cham¬ 
pionships the following 
year, taking GS silver at 
the worlds in Vaf disere, 
France. She added two 
more silver medals at the 
Vancouver Olympics the 
next year. 

Finishing fourth in lhe 2010 
overall World Cup stand¬ 
ings, Maze improved one 
spot each year and finally 
won the big crystal globe 
to cap a record-breaking 
season in 2013, 

Maze won 11 races that 
season, took the GS and su- 
per-G titles, and broke the 
overall World Cup points re¬ 
cord in a single season. She 
beat ihe previous mark, of 
2,000, set by Austrian great 
I lermann Maler In 2000, by 
another 414 points. 

The same season, Maze 
also became only the sixth 
female skier to win events 
in all five Alpine disciplines, 
with American standout 
Lindsey Vonn the only other 
active achiever. 

Her World Cup results fad¬ 


ed in the following season, 
but Maze went back to the 
lop when she won Slove¬ 
nia's first ever gold medal 
at the Winter Olympics by 
sharing victory in the Sochi 
downhill with Dominique 
Gisin of Switzerland. 

"At ihe moment It is not easy 
for me/ Massi said, adding 
he was particularly proud 
of his girlfriend reaching 
the top of her sport without 
doping.

MADRID (AP) — Rafael 
Nadal is cutting short his 
2016 season so he can fully 
recover from a left wrist in- 
jury, 

The 14-lime Grand Slam 
champion said Thursday 
he is still bothered by the 
injury that kept him out of 
action for more than two 
months this season and 
wants to treat it properly 
before coming back in 
2017. 

"Now it is time to rest and 
start preparing intensively 
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(for) the 2017 season," the 
30-year-old Spaniard said 
in a statement. 

Nadal said he will miss in¬ 
door tournaments in Basel, 
Switzerland, next week and 
Paris next month. He is also 
ruled out of the season- 
ending ATP Finals in London 
next month. 

Nadal said he forced his re¬ 
covery to be able to play 
in the Rio de Janeiro Olym¬ 
pics and that caused him 
to be in pain in every tour¬ 
nament since then. 

Nadal has slipped to No, 
6 in the rankings. He won 
back-to-back clay-court ti¬ 
tles in Barcelona and Mon¬ 
te Carlo last spring but has 
not won any tournaments 
since then. 

The statement said the 
original injury healed prop¬ 
erly but the pain in the wrist 
area kept bothering him 
and kept him from perform¬ 


ing at 100 percent. 

"It is no secret that I arrived 
to the Olympic Games 
short of preparation and 
not fully recovered, but the 
goal was to compete and 
win a medal for Spain," he 
said. "This forced recovery 
has caused me pain since 
then and now I am forced 
to slop and start preparing 
the 2017 season." The injury 
had forced Nadal to with¬ 
draw from the French Open 
before the third round and 
skip Wimbledon altogether. 
"I am very saddened for 
not being able to play next 
week in Basel since I have 
a great memory of the 
tournament and the final 
played againsl Roger Fe- 
derer last year," he said.

TORONTO (AP) — In back- 
to-back postseasons, Jose 
Bautista and Edwin Encar¬ 
nacion hit the two biggest 
homo runs Blue Jays fans 
had soon in a generation, 
But after making baseball 
history in Toronto, both 
might be about to become 
history in Toronto. 

One year after a six-game 
AL Championship Series 
loss to eventual champion 
Kansas City, the Blue Jays 
fell to World Series-bound 
Cleveland in five-games 
Wednesday, Now a win¬ 
ter of change is expected. 
Bautista and Encarnacion 
highlight a list of nine Toron¬ 
to free agents, including six 
on this year's playoff roster. 
Largely unheralded when 
each arrived by trade — 
Bautista from. Pittsburgh 
in 2008 and Encarnacion 
from Cincinnati in 2009 — 
the Dominican sluggers de¬ 
veloped into All-Stars. The 
team evolved, too, from 
an also-ran playing before 
sparse crowds to a con¬ 
tender that led the Ameri¬ 
can League in attendance 
this season, reinvigorating 
a national audience across 
Canada, 

After Toronto ended a 22- 
year playoff drought with 
an AL East title last year, 
Bautista blasted the Blue 
Jays into the ALCS with 
a three-run homer to win 
Game 5 against Texas, 
punctuating his shot with a 
memorable bat flip. 

This year it was Encarna¬ 
cion's turn, with a three-run 
drive in the 11th Inning to 


beat Baltimore in the wild 
card game 

The two homers are To¬ 
ronto's most indelible mo¬ 
ments since Joe Carters 
World Series walk-off gave 
the Blue Jays a second 
straight title in 1993. 

‘They really helped put this 
team back on the map 
again, what they've ac¬ 
complished/ manager 
John Gibbons said. "Both 
of them made their name 
here in Toronto. But base¬ 
ball is still a business, It's a 
game we play, but it J s still a 
big business and guys earn 
the right to try free agen¬ 
cy." 

In a September radio inter¬ 
view, Blue Jays President 


Mark Shapiro said ‘prob¬ 
ably the most likely scenar¬ 
io" was that Toronto's free 
agents would be allowed 
to hit the open market. Out¬ 
fielder Michael Saunders, 
right-hander R.A. Dickey, 
left-hander Brett Cecil and 
right-hander Joaquin Ben¬ 
oit are among the remain¬ 
der of that group. 

A sold-out crowd of 43,000 
roared as Bautista and En- 
carnacion baited in the 
ninth inning Wednesday. 
Afterward, Encarnacion 
acknowledged mixed 
emotions about his future. 
"I'm really sad because I 
don't know what's going 
to happen next," Encarna¬ 
cion said through an inter¬ 


preter. "But overall I feel re¬ 
ally proud for the fans and 
what this organization has 
done for me." 

Bautista (265) and Encar¬ 
nacion (239) rank second 
and third behind Carlos 
Delgado (336) on the Blue 
Jays' career home run list. 
Encarnacion signed a 
three-year, S29 million deal 
in in 2013 and is coming off 
a team option at $10 mil¬ 
lion, 

After matching a career- 
best with 42 homers and 
career-high 127 RBIs, he 
could command a nine- 
figure contract, 
Encarnacion slopped to 
sign autographs and pose 
for pictures with fans still 


chanting his name as he 
left the stadium more than 
two hours after Game 5. 
Citing an affection for the 
city, he called Toronto his 
“firsI choice" in free agen¬ 
cy. 

Bautista signed a $65 mil¬ 
lion, five-year deal in 201 1 
and the team picked up a 
$14 million option this sea¬ 
son. The six-lime All-Star 
arrived at spring training 
openly demanding a big 
raise, but may not earn 
what he once hoped. Limit¬ 
ed to 116 games by injuries, 
he finished with 22 homers, 
his lowest total since 2009, 
and 69 RBIs. 

In a somber clubhouse 
Wednesday. Bautista said 
he wasn't in the ‘proper 
state of mind" to consider 
whether he and longtime 
friend Encarnacion had 
played in Toronto together 
for the final time. 

‘I know it's a possibility but 
we'll see what happens/ 
Bautista said. 

Even if their free agents find 
new homes, the Blue Jays 
still have several key players 
under contract nexi sea¬ 
son, including 2015 AL MVP 
Josh Donaldson, shortstop 
Troy Tulowitzki and catcher 
Russell Martin. Toronto also 
controls closer Roberto Qs- 
una, AL ERA leader Aaron 
Sanchez and Tour other 
starters from the rotation 
that posted a league-low 
3.64 ERA. 

Shapiro has said Gibbons 
will return for in 2017, the fi¬ 
nal year of his contract. The 
rest of Toronto's coaching 
staff is also expected to

— As Los Angeles Rams 
quarterback Case Keenum 
was stringing together 
completions on Sunday, 
including al! 10 of his 
attempts in the third quartet 
against the Detroit Lions, his 
teammates were unaware 
history had been made. 

‘Nobody knew how well 
he was doing until after 
the game and we found 
out that he completed 19 
straight," left guard Rodger 
Saffoid said. “He didn't 
even know it, and he's the 
one throwing them." 
Keenum set a franchise 
record with those 19 
consecutive completions, 
surpassing the 10 thrown 
by Jim Everett in a game 
against the New York 
Giants in 1989. 

All told, Keenum went 27- 
for-32 for 321 yards and 
three touchdowns in what 
stands as a career-best 
performance. 

Yet, it was his lone 
interception, which landed 
in the hands of safety Rafael 
Bush with 1:02 remaining, 
which allowed the Lions to 
preserve a 31 -28 victory. 

If the Rams are to end 
their two-game skid and 
continue to improve 
offensively, beginning with 
Sunday's game against 
the Giants at Twickenham 
Stadium, Keenum believes 
that burden rests solely on 
him. 

The accolades were gieat, 
he admitted, but the finish, 
in particular, bothered him. 
'I think you look at the NFL 
in general, all the great 


(quarterbacks) — they're 
known for never being out 
of a game/ Keenum said. 
“That r s definitely something 
that I want to take pride 
in. No matter what the 
situation is, i want to be 
able to go down and score 
points." 

The game against the 
Lions marked the second 
time in as many weeks in 
which one of Keen urn's 
interceptions affected the 
outcome. 

The Rams were tied with the 
Buffalo Bills late In the third 
quarter on Oct. 9 before 
the first of Keenum's two 
interceptions was returned 
41 yards for what stood as 
the winning touchdown. 

In a way, those rniscues 
are Just part of the natural 
progression for Keenum, 
who is in his fifth season in 
the NFL but has started 
just 21 games. He's not a 
young quarterback — and 
certainly not one with the 
hype of his backup, Jared 
Goff, the No. 1 pick — but 
lie's still growing. 

']T you look around the 
league, there's rniscues all 
over the place," coach 
Jeff Fisher said, 

*What we're excited about 
is how the offense is starting 
to ascend over the past 
coupie of weeks because 
we've played some good 
defenses early, if you 
exclude our opener at San 
Francisco, our offense has 
started to (lake off), and he 
got very comfortable/ 

Of those 27 completions 
against the Lions, seven 
were to wide receiver 
Kenny Britt who finished 
with 136 yards and two 
touchdowns. 


The Rams also strung 
together four drives of at 
least 70 yards, which tight 
end Lance Kendricks noted 
with particular pride. 

Even the running game, 
which has stagnated 
through Ihe first six weeks, 
picked up — which can 
only benefit Keenum. 

Todd Gurley, the Offensive 
Rookie of the Year in 2015, 
averaged a sea son-best 
4.i yards per carry, finishing 
with 58 yards.

These friends-turned rivals 
return to Texas and the U.S. 
Grand Prix In very differ¬ 
ent places this week. This 
time, it's Rosberg with the 
big lead and Hamilton run¬ 
ning out of time if he hopes 
to retain his Formula One 
championship. 

Rosberg leads Hamilton by 
33 points with four races 
left on the schedule. That 
means Hamilton has to 
make a big push starting 
Sunday on a track where 
tie's won three or the last 
four years. 

‘America has been 
good hunting ground for 
meT Hamilton said. 

A win streak alone won't do 
it. Hamilton needs a bad 
race from Rosberg some¬ 
where, If Rosberg finishes 
second three times and 
finishes third once, hell still 
claim his first career cham¬ 
pionship. A Rosberg victory 
anywhere along the way 


would all but clinch it. 

'My frame of mind at 
the moment Is to have 
fun," Hamilton said. “I'm 
determined to win. There's 
never a day in my life when 
l don't want to win, 1 could 
come here like I've got to 
win every race, but l r ve 
been racing a long lime, I 
know what I'm doing so just 
go do It the best l can and 
enjoy/ 

Is that concession? 
'Absolutely not,” Hamil¬ 
ton said. “There's still 100 
points out there. It's pos¬ 
sible." 

Four-time FI champion Se¬ 
bastian Vettel, who won a 
couple of close title chas¬ 
es, agreed, 

"He's quick enough," Vet- 
teE said, "I'm sure he'll go 
for EL It's only over when it's 
over." 

Rosberg may dictate when 
the end comes. He's been 
a different driver since his 
moment of post-race infa¬ 
my in 2015. 

After Hamilton clinched 
last season's title in Austin, 
he playfully tossed Rosberg 
his podium cap in the driv¬ 
ers" cool-down room. Ros¬ 
berg immediately threw it 
back at him In a petulant 
moment captured on live 
television. 

The split-second reaction 


symbolized the meltdown 
of Rosberg's title efforts and 
ihe relationship between 
two drivers who became 
friends when they were 
coming up through the ju¬ 
nior circuits, 

"Last year this race obvi¬ 
ously didn't work out so 
great for me. so l r m look¬ 
ing forward to getting back 
out there and doing my 
best to get It right this time," 
Rosberg said. 

Rosberg emerged from his 
Austin disaster with steely 
determination. He won the 
final three races of 2015 
and the first four of 2016, 
A mid-season stump al¬ 


lowed Hamilton to charge 
back, from a 43-poinl defi¬ 
cit, but Rosberg has been 
coolly efficient of la!e with 
a run of four wins in the last 
five races, 

Rosberg refused to be 
pulled into thinking about 
the pressure facing both 
drivers or whether he's 
walking a tightrope of 
emotion with a Titfe so close 
within reach. His father, 
Keke Rosberg, won the 
championship in 1982. 

"I don't know how much 
pressure Lewis is putting on 
himself... I'm going to focus 
on this weekend," Rosberg 
said. 


Rosberg also said he won't 
settle for the safety of sec¬ 
ond place on Sunday. 

"I will try to push for the win, 
100 percent? he said. “With 
the car 1 have, I can win on 
any track againstLewis.’ 
Hamilton's title hopes took 
a huge dent two races 
ago In Malaysia when he 
was leading late but was 
forced to retire with an 
engine problem. Hamil¬ 
ton looked dejected when 
he got out of the car day 
and said it felt like ‘‘some¬ 
thing or someone" was 
working against him. 

"A higher power? he later 
said. “It feels right now that 
the man above or any 
higher power is intervening 
a EltiEe bit. 

Like the previous two sea¬ 
sons. Mercedes has domi¬ 
nated the field with 15 wins 
in 17 races. No other driver 
has factored into the title 
chase. 

If he loses the title, Hamil¬ 
ton said he'll "try to take 
it like a man because you 
can't win them all," 

"Look ai all the champions 
in the past who have who 
have won championships 
and lost championships? 
he said. 'It is part of the 
game.'Q

*1 love retail to death, but 
retail will never tell me what 
my stuff is worth and will 
never tell me how to sell it," 
Brooks said in a telephone 
interview from Los Angeles. 
* That's the tail wagging the 
dog for me." 

' This is a land mark moment 
for both Amazon Music 
and Garth Brooks, 0 said 
Steve Boom, vice presi¬ 
dent of Amazon Music, in 
a statement. ‘Garth Brooks 
is a legendary country mu¬ 
sic superstar who continues 


to shatter industry records 
and amaze fans three de¬ 
cades into his career. We 
are honored to make his 
music available for stream¬ 
ing for the first lime ever, 
exclusively on Amazon Mu¬ 
sic.' 

Brooks entered semi-re¬ 
tirement in 2000 near the 
height of his popularity to 
spend more time with his 
children and wife. Trisha 
Yearwood. in 2014, he re¬ 
turned with a major tour 
and a new album, 'Man 
Against Machine.” 

His upcoming albums,

Now, compeiing services 
wilt be offered space on 
the home screen. Netfiix, 
for instance, could choose 
to highlight its original series 
“Stranger Things' alongside 
personalized recommen¬ 
dations. Netfiix could also 
include a short video trail¬ 
er that plays on the home 
screen. 

And while Amazon has long 
had a watch list for viewers 
to keep track of what they 
want to watch, choos¬ 
ing a title has directed the 
viewer back to Amazon's 
store. Now, Amazon will 
offer viewers a choice of 
providers. If a video is avail¬ 
able for free through Netf- 
lix, for instance, that will be 
the most prominent option, 
even if Amazon's own store 
is selling the same title.□

Union Pacific 3Q profit falls 13 percent as shipments slow

OMAHA, Neb. (AP) — Union 
Pacific’s profil fell 13 per¬ 
cent In the third quarter be¬ 
cause the railroad's efforts 
to cut costs and improve 
productivity couldn't offset 
a 6 percent decline in total 
freight. 

Its stock fell more than 6 
percent on Thursday after 
the railroad reported earn¬ 
ing $1.13 billion, or $ 1.36 per 


shore, in the quarter. That's 
down from $1,3 billion, or 
$1.50 per shore. 

The 13 analysts surveyed by 
Zacks Investment Research 
expected earnings of $1,3? 
per share, on average. 

Us revenue declined 7 per¬ 
cent to $5.17 billion in the 
quarter from $5,56 billion. 
The six analysts surveyed 
toy Zacks expected $5,14 
billion.

ly, even after many of 
the social media-fueled 
scary clown sightings have 
turned out to be hoaxes. 
Some fear going out with 
their greasepaint makeup 
and red noses will make 
them a target of police 
or even marauding mobs 
who take to the streets on 
so-called clown hunts. 

"It's definitely o scary feel¬ 
ing leaving your house, 
and you fear you are go¬ 
ing to get jumped be¬ 
cause you're dressed as 
a clown," says Cyrus Za- 
vieh, a New York City hos¬ 
pital administrator who 
also performs profession¬ 
ally as Cido the Clown. 
‘You're there to make

Be¬ 
fore, they'd just look the 
other way, but now It's like, 
'You're a scary clown and I 
hate you." 

The World Clown Associa¬ 
tion — comprised of more 
than 2,000 members in 30 
countries—has been flood¬ 
ed with calls from scared 
performers. It's been send¬ 
ing out safety tips, sug¬ 
gesting clowns consider 
changing into their cos¬ 
tumes when they arrive at 
a party or go with a han¬ 
dler.

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Rock-smashing monkeys make flakes like early stone tools

NEW YORK £AP) — Call 
them knockoffs. Rock- 
smashing monkeys in Brazil 
moke stone flakes that look 
a lot. like tools made by our 
ancient ancestors. 
Scientists watched as Ca¬ 
puchin monkeys in a na¬ 
tional park pounded stones 
against each other, split¬ 
ting off sharp-edged flakes 
that resemble cutting tools 
used by the forerunners of 
humans. 

The monkeys ignored the 
flakes, focusing on the 
damaged stones instead. 
So they clearly weren't de¬ 
liberately making them as 
tools. But If ancient mon¬ 
keys did the same thing, 
their unintentional handi¬ 
work could be mistaken 
for deliberate tool-making 
by human ancestors, re¬ 
searchers said. 

The scientists are not sug¬ 
gesting that any stone 
tools attributed so far to 
human forerunners were 
instead made by monkeys.

Prof Hit and his co-authors 
studied capuchin mon¬ 
keys in the Serra da Capi- 
vara National Park.

Rachel Stewart was. a ris¬ 
ing senior at Belibrook High 
School in Ohio, her assigned 
reading Tor AP Literature in¬ 
cluded a work of criticism 
that she dreaded getting 
through: "How to Read Lil- 
erature Like a Professor," by 
Thomas C. Foster. 

"When I heard the title. I 
thought it was going to be 
pretty boring, but I surpris¬ 
ingly really liked it/' says 
Stewart, now an English 
major' at Ohio State Univer¬ 
sity, "I thought i! was pre¬ 
sented in an engaging way 
... and I would recommend 
it to others if they want to 
get some insight on how to 
analyze literature/ 
Published in 2003, "How to 
Read Literature Like a Pro¬ 
fessor' has been included 
in hundreds of high school 
and college courses na¬ 
tionwide and become a 
word-of-mouth besl-seller, 
with sales topping 1 million 
copies, according to Harp- 
erCollins. Nielsen Book- 
Scan, which tracks around 
85 percent of the print 
market, reports more than 
100,000 copies sold so far 
this year. 


Foster, 64, is a resident of 
East Lansing, Michigan, 
who in 2014 relired as a 
professor of English at the 
University of Michigon-Flink 
Like many academics, 
much of his work has been 
for the scholarly market, 
including books on poet 
Seamus Heaney and nov- 
elisl John Fowles. He first 
thought of "How to Read 
Literature Like a Professor" 
while on sabbalical. 

"For some reason, i re¬ 
called a silly conversation 
with a student several years 
before in which he said 
he and another student 
were going to collect the 
'sayings of Dr. Tom' into a 
book," he Sold The Associ¬ 
ated Press. 

“I denied that I had ‘say¬ 
ings' and after some back 
and Forth, became up with 
'every trip is a quest. 1 That 
became the first chapter li¬ 
ne, It turned out there were 
more of those stock phras¬ 
es than 1 had thought. I de¬ 
cided to see if there might 
be a book in there, and the 
first few chapters more or 
less wrote themselves. The 
later ones were harder, but 
by then the die was cast." 
Foster writes in a conversa¬ 
tional style, as if address¬ 


ing students who expect 
to be bored. He uses mod¬ 
ern slang and likens clas¬ 
sic works to contemporary 
pop culture, whether men¬ 
tioning Dante and Merle 
Haggard in the same sen¬ 
tence or finding common 
ground between Thomas 
Pynchon's "The Crying of 
Lot 49 ,p and some famous 
movies. 

“It does look a bit weird at 
5rst glance, experimental 
and superhip, but once 
you get the hang of it, you 
see that it follows the con¬ 
ventions of a quesl fale, 11 
he writes. "So does Huck 
Finn. J The Lord of the Rings. 1 
'North by Northwest, 1 'Star 
Wars.' And most other 
stories of someone go¬ 
ing somewhere and do¬ 
ing something, especially 
if the going and the doing 
wasn’t his idea in the first 
place." 

Instructors who have used 
"Haw to Read Literature" 
responded to Foster's in¬ 
formal approach. Angela 
Brown, who teaches English 
at Delbarton School in Mor¬ 
ristown, New Jersey, found 
the book a welcome con¬ 
trast to the dry "door stop¬ 
pers" that are usually pub¬ 
lished about literary analy¬ 


sis. She assigns it as summer 
reading for her 11th grade 
language and composition 
class. 

“It’s a great foundational 
document for everyone to 
read." she says, "From day 
one, we go right into essay 
writing and I notice that a 
lot of our early conversa¬ 
tions are related directly to 
the book." 

Foster soys he has received 
some criticism over the 
years, ranging from minor 
factual corrections to a 
'little bit of hate mall" from 
students. He remembered 
one teen complaining that 
everything in Foster's book 
had already been ex¬ 
plained in 9th-grade Eng¬ 
lish class. Foster's response: 
The student had a really 
great teacher. 

Currently promoting his 
new book, "Reading the Sil¬ 
ver Screen," Foster has writ¬ 
ten a kids' version of "How 
to Read Literature Like a 
Professor" and in 2014 re¬ 
leased a revised edition of 
the original book. Some of 
the changes were inspired 
by his visits to schools when 
he found himself empha¬ 
sizing that students should 
Form their own opinions 
and not simply accept his.

Rhodes, Sanders and Hib- 
berl gathered together 
for one of the first times 
recently in Manhattan.

Toronto International Film

"I heard about them and I 
was like, 'Oh my gosh, bro, 
they're dope I' says Hibbert.

NEW YORK (AP) — for Issa

The creator and star of the 
HBO series "'Insecure" said 
she r s enjoying the debut of 
her TV show at a time when 
popular shows telling differ¬ 
ent stories about black cul¬ 
ture are on the scene, from 
Ava DuVernays "Queen 
Sugar" to Donald Glover's 
"Atlanta" to Cheo Nodari 
Coker's "Luke Cage." 

It reminds her of when 
shows like “The Fresh Prince 
of Bel-Air," ''Living Single," 

J 'Family Matters" and 
"Martin" dominated on 
television. 

"It r s dope that's there's 
like a now renaissance. ... 

I love that I'm not alone, n 
Rae, 31 4 said in a recent 
interview. “We worked re¬ 
ally hard to include people 
of color behind the scenes. 
That was a big thing for us." 
She gives a lot of credit to 
Shonda Rhimes, the televi¬ 


sion mogul behind success¬ 
es like "Scandal/ "How 
to Get Away with Murder" 
and “Grey's Anatomy." 
"She kind of ushered us all 
in, in a sense/ Rae said, 
"but then a lot of the ques¬ 
tions were like, 'Why is this 
biack fern ale ch ar a cter 
like this?' ... So I'm grate¬ 
ful that we're not going to 
have (questions like), Why 
Is the black girl like this?'

She 
did. “Insecure/ a hilarious, 
adventurous show (Sun¬ 
days, 10:30 p.m. Eastern, on 
HBO), that follows Issa Dee 
(Rae) and best friend. Mol¬ 
ly Carter (Yvonne Orji) as 
black women on the brink 
of turning 30 who are navi¬ 
gating their love lives and 
professional careers. 
"They're really good about 
getting out (of) the way 
of the cultural element of 
ihe show and making sure 
your voice shines through/ 
she said about the execu¬ 
tives at HBO (the network 
recently offered Rae a pro¬ 
duction deal to develop 
more content).

"Insecure": Larry Wilmore 
is her co-creator; Prentice 


Penny, who has worked on 
"Brooklyn Nine-Nine" and 
"Scrubs/ is the show run¬ 
ner: and Melina Matsou- 
kas, the Gram my-winning 
director behind music vid¬ 
eos for Bey once and Ri- 
hanna, directs some of the 
episodes.

HAVANA (AP) — Like so 
much else in Cuba, shop¬ 
ping for clothes isn't easy. 
Buying a simple pair of 
socks or a T-shirt means 
choosing between the 
wildly overpriced, shoddy 
offerings of state-run stores 
and the bales of low-priced 
clothing illegally imported 
by 'mules" traveling from 
the United States, Ecuador 
or Panama. 

This year, a third option is 
bursting onto the scene af¬ 
ter years of growing quietly 
in backroom workshops 
and bedroom studios. A 
small homegrown fash¬ 
ion Industry is winning 
renown and an increas¬ 
ing share of Cubans' lim¬ 
ited clothing budget with 
simple but fun-and-stylish 
clothing produced on the 
island with natural fabrics 
and sold at competitive 
prices. 

Hundreds of private design¬ 
ers are turning out gauzy 


wedding dresses, brilliantly 
decorated bathing suits, 
Unen pants and even uni¬ 
forms for state businesses. 
Last week, dozens of de¬ 
signers displayed their 
wares al the five-day Ha¬ 
vana fashion Week at Cu¬ 


ba's most elegant theaters, 
where hundreds turned out 
for runway shows, private 


fittings and cocktail parties. 
'The changes that have 
taken place in this coun¬ 
try, the openings, make 
things easier," said Jesus 
Trias, a designer who put 
on a swimwear runway 
show on Friday. “There's 


a fashion renaissance 
in Cuba but It can't be a 
priority for the state, so it's 


we private designers who 
are bringing it back." 

The growth of the arti¬ 
sanal fashion industry 
comes thanks to Tree-mar¬ 
ket reforms put in place by 
President Raut Castro after 
he took power in 2008. Un¬ 


like some new private busi¬ 
nesses , t he f,ashio nlndustry is 
receiving a relatively warm 
welcome from the commu¬ 
nist bureaucracy, perhaps 
because it doesn't directly 
compete with the state. 
After successful runs In the 
first decades of Cuba's so¬ 
cialist revolution, state-run 
clothing businesses were 
hurt by the collapse of 
the Soviet Union and had 
largely disappeared by the 
mid-1990s. 

Celebrities and fashionistas 


have made Havana a hot 
destination over the Fast 
two years amid a boom in 
tourism set off by detente 


with the United States. In 
May, French label Cha¬ 
nel took over Havana's 
Prado boulevard for a run¬ 
way show that garnered 
global attention, and an¬ 
ger among many Cubans 
for its privatization of one 
of the main thoroughfares 
in the capital of a country 
that has declared socialist 
equality as its guiding prin¬ 
ciple. 

Privately designed clothes 
remain out of reach for 
Cubans on state salaries 
of about S30 a month, but 
those with private-sec tor 
jobs or help from family 
overseas can afford them. 
Mario Freixas, a well-known 
designer who dresses many 
of the stars of state-run tele¬ 
vision, sells shiTts for $20 and 
men's and women's pants 
for S30. 

Alongside the domestic 
market, Cuba's own de¬ 
signers are hoping that 
their lightweight blouses 
and fringed swimsuits will 
become popular items for 
visitors to lake home. 

"We all have high hopes 
for the tourism boom," Frias 
said, 'I don't think anyone 
comes to Cuba to buy im¬ 
ported clothing." 

Havana Fashion Week be¬ 
gan in 2015 with 30 design¬ 
ers, organ izer Ca t herin e 
Dorticos said. This year's 
edition had twice as many. 
d It's a way to motivate peo¬ 
ple. for people to see other 


options and for artisans to 
produce more and feel in¬ 
spired to do new things," 
she said. □
